stopped the indirect negotiations 
with Egypt and Jordan before 
they really got started. 


Tekoah arrived in New York

from the Israeli government. He 
said his first meeting with Jar- 
ring would be confined to proce- 
dural matters, and he did not 
know when they would get down 
to substantive issues.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon, promising an ex- 
pansionary economic policy to 
reduce unemployment to 4 per 
cent by 1972, says he has decid- 
ed against seeking any tax in- 
crease this year. 


Nixon admitted there will be a 


deficit in his fiscal 1972 budget, 
now being drafted. Some offi- 
cials have forecast a record $230 
billion spending total. But it will 
not be an inflationary deficit, 
Nixon promised, and he will not 
ask wage-price ceilings or vol- 
untary guidelines. 


The President gave a preview 


of both his State of the Union 
and budget messages in a Mon- 
day night interview with four 
network correspondents carried 
live on radio and television. 


The major thrust of his State 


of the Union message on Jan. 
22, he said, will be "how we can 
give the people of this country 
an opportunity to make deci- 
sions of what the government 
should be and what it does." 


One of the approaches, Nixon 


said, will be a federal revenue- 
sharing plan for the financially 
distressed states and cities that 
will go "far beyond proposals so 
far." 


Another will be a new call to 


Congress to enact his proposed 
overhaul of the welfare system, 
providing a minimum income to 
all 
impoverished , Americans. 


Both plans must start anew in 
the 92nd Congress; the welfare 
bill was stalled in the adjourn- 
ment rush of the 91st Congress, 
and revenue sharing never got 
started.

Grass tetany is a disease 


condition of cattle associated 
with the digestion of lush forage 
or pasture resulting in a reduced 
magnesium level in the blood 
serum. The disease is also known 
as "grass staggers," "wheat 
poisoning," 
and 
"protein 


poisoning." 


According to Dr. David Ibsen, 


Extension veterinarian, several 
cases of grass tetany have 
already appeared. 


Cattle pastured on lush, rank, 


young growth of spring pastures 
and on lush winter forage crops 
of oats, rye, or wheat, are the 
most susceptible. The lowering 
of the blood serum magnesium 
level is considered to be the 
cause of the symptoms. 


Symptoms can appear within a 


week of exposure to young 
pastures but can be as long as six 
month in development. Cows in 
the late stage of pregnancy or 
those 
that 
have 
recently 


freshened 
are the primary 


victims. Grass tetany occurs 
more frequently on farms that 
practice a high level of fer- 
tilization and appears in herds at 
the time of low nutritional level. 


Dr. Ibsen said signs of grass 


tetany include excitement, in- 
coordination, and lack of ap- 
petite. Salivation, grinding of 
teeth, and muscular twitching 
are also noticed. Animals can 
resemble "rabies" and become 
belligerent, stagger, and finally 
collapse. Convulsions and tetanic 
seizures are seen along with 
labored and difficult breathing. 


The condition may be offset by 


the feeding of magnesium oxide 
or the heavy fertilization of 
pastures with magnesium. 


Supplemental mineral blocks 


containing 
14 
per 
cent 


magnesium have been used with 
success in offsetting grass 
tetany. 


An alternate 
supplement 


consisting of two parts Dical, two 
parts magnesium oxide, and one 
part salt can be used during the 
susceptible period as an aid in 
preventing grass tetany. 


Pastures are 
considered 


dangerous anytime lush growth 
appears and remain so until the 
grass toughens up in late spring. 


Treatment consists of in- 


travenous injections of calcium 
gluconate 
fortified 
by 


magnesium.

Jewish Trials

Leningrad court officials, con- 


tacted by telephone, refused to 
confirm or deny the reports. 
The government refused to let 
foreign correspondents 
go to 


Leningrad for the trials. 


The defendants are accused of 


complicity in the plot last June 
by nine other Jews to hijack a 
small Soviet airliner so they 
could escape to Israel. Two of 
those Jews were sentenced to 
death by a Soviet court on 
Christmas Eve and seven other 
Jews and two Gentiles were giv- 
en labor camp sentences, but 
the Russian Supreme Court on 
Dec. 31 commuted the death, 
sentences to camps.

Vulf Zalmanson, was scheduled 
to go on trial in Leningrad to- 
day, but local Jewish sources 
said the trial was postponed un- 
til Wednesday.

(CRI), Washington, D.C., which 
acknowledges grocery manufac- 
turers and allied businesses pro- 
vide its main financial support. 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration confirmed Monday it 
wants CRI to conduct free field 
tests to help the government de- 
termine what labeling regula- 
tion would best disclose the nu- 
tritional soundness of all proc- 
essed foods. 


The consumer survey could 


cost as much as $100,000 but 
would be donated to the FDA if

by 
the 
institute's 


board, said Dr. Raymond C. 
Stokes, director of CRI. 


"Our objective is policy based 


on fact rather than heat and

Nebraska is No. 1! The un- 


beaten Cornhuskers are college 
football's top-ranked team—and 
mythical national champion— 
for the 1970 season. 


Nebraska garnered a whop- 


ping 39 first-place votes in the 
final Associated Press poll of a 
nationwide panel of sports 
writers and sportscasters and 
easily outdistanced runner-up 
Notre Dame with eight firsts. 


"It's 
probably the greatest 


thing ever to happen to Univer- 
sity of Nebraska athletics," said 
Bob Devaney, the Cornhusker 
coach and owner of the best 
record in major college coach- 
ing ranks. "You could say the 
same thing goes for me as a 
coach." 


Nebraska piled up 946 points 


with a first-place vote worth 20, 
a second 18, and so on. Notre 
Dame had 814. 


Nebraska conquered Louisi- 


ana State 17-12 in the Orange 
Bowl. Notre Dame upset defend- 
ing national champion Texas 
24-11 in the Cotton Bowl. Texas 
finished the regular season in 
the No. 1 spot but the Cotton 
Bowl loss by the Longhorns 
dropped them to third in the fi- 
nal rankings.

ship. He coached five years at 
Wyoming 
before 
taking 
the 


reins at Nebraska nine years 
ago. 


The upsets of Texas and Ohio 


State in the New Year's Day 
bowls paved the way for the 
Cornhuskers to vault to the top. 
Nebraska was third at the end 
of the regular campaign and it's 
Orange Bowl victory left the 
team with an 11-0-1 record. 


Only blemish on the 1969 Ne- 


braska season in a 21-21 dead- 
lock with Southern California, 
which 
administered 
second- 


place Notre Dame, 10-1, its only 
loss, 38-28. The fighting Irish 
were No. 6 at season's end. 


Stanford and Heisman Trophy 


winner Jim Plunkett smashed 
Ohio State in the Rose Bowl, 
handing the Buckeyes, 9-1, their 
first loss of th« year and drop- 
ping them from second to fifth. 


Texas, which got three first- 


place votes, had its 30-game vic- 
tory skein shattered by Notre 
Dame, 
and 
finished 10-1. 


Tennessee, 11-1, occupies the 
same position it held before the 
postseason clashes. 


Arizona State, Toledo and 


Dartmouth are the only unbeat- 
en, untied teams in The Top 
Twenty. Arizona State, 11-0 and 
Peach Bowl champion, got two 
first-place votes and finished 
sixth. 


Toledo, 12-0, the Tangerine 


Bowl winner, ranks 12th and 
Dartmouth, 9-0, the Ivy League 
champion, is 14th. Toledo's 23- 
game winning streak qualifies 
as the current longest with Tex- 
as' string broken at 30. 


Of the teams in the Top Twen- 


ty, only Michigan, No. 9; Ar- 
kansas, 
No. 11; Dartmouth; 


Southern California, No. 15; 
Perm State, No. 18; and Hous- 
ton, No. 19, did not play in bowl 
games. Michigan and 
Dart- 


mouth were prohibited from 
postseason games by their re- 
spective conferences, Big Ten 
and Ivy. 


Tenth-ranked Auburn beat Ole 


Miss in the Gator Bowl, No. 13 
Georgia Tech downed Texas 
Tech in the Sun Bowl; nth- 
ranked Tulane upset Colorado in 
the Liberty Bowl and No. 20 
Oklahoma tied Alabama in the 
Astro-Bluebonnet.

Storing Goals 


NEW YORK (AP) — Chica- 


go's Bobby Hull, surrounded by 
Boston Bruins in the National 
Hockey League scoring race, is 
just a dozen goals away from 
surpassing the great Maurice 
Richard as the second-highest 
goal-scorer in NHL history. 


The Black Hawks' left-winger 


slammed home four goals last 
week to lift his season total to 23 
and his career mark to 533, 11 
shy of the amount amassed by 
the Montreal Canadiens' star, 
who retired after the 1959-30 
season.

Ski Jumps 


FARMINGTON, Mich. (AP)— 


In 1917 the United States en- 
tered World War I, Woodrow 
Wilson was president, 
radio 


wasn't much more than a gim- 
mick, and nobody knew of Vita- 
min D. 


And in 1917 Henry C. Hall set 


a national ski jump record of 
203 feet. 


Three wars, nine presidents, 


plus countless inventions and 
discoveries later, Henry C. Hall 
is still flying through the air on 
his trusty, red skis. 


He is 77 and his wife Olga 


wants him to quit. But Hall says 
he'll risk the perils of his home- 
made 150-foot ski jump at least 
one more season before giving 
it up and possibly starting a 
ski school. 


Meanwhile, youngsters from 


this northwest Detroit suburb 
flock to his 2%-acre winter won- 
derland "back yard" six days a 
week to utilize two ski jumps, 
bobsled and toboggan runs, plus 
an ice rink. Hall charges 25 cents 
an hour for use of the facilities, 
"to help defray expenses." 


"I was born on skis in the big- 


gest snowstorm to hit Ishpem- 
ing," boasts the native of Mich- 
igan's Upper Peninsula. In 1968 
Hall was elected to the United 
States Ski Association Hall of 
Fame, located at his home town. 


An end-of-season accident last 


year nearly ended his skiing. But 
despite somersaulting onto his 
head during a jump, he only 
broke an ankle and bruised a 
knee. However, he says the knee 
stiffens up now and then and as 
a result he may not jump after 
this year. 


Hall manages to jump more 


than 80 feet on occasion now, 
but in his heyday the former 
touring professional surpassed 
the then great 200-foot barrier 
several times. His 203 mark was 
set at Steamboat Springs, Colo. 
Then in 1921, after service in 
World War I, Hall set a world 
record with a leap of 229^-feet 
in British Columbia.

Huskies Hire 
Black Coach 
to Staff 
SEATTLE (AP) — Former 


Washington fullback Ray Jack- 
son says he accepted an assist- 
ant coaching position with the 
Huskies determined to be neith- 
er a resident black nor a social 
worker. 


Jackson, 35, was hired Mon- 


day as Washington moved to 
solve the continuing black tur- 
moil within its football team. 
Athletic Director Joe Kearney 
also said he expected to name 
a black administrative assistant 
within the next two weeks. 


The hiring of Jackson came 


after a Dec. 19 report by univer- 
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sity regents that some institu- 
tional racism still existed in 
Husky athletics. The Regents 
blamed inadequate attempts to 
solve past problems for the con- 
tinuing controversy. Four black 
sophomores quit the team in No- 
vember during a black boycott 
which precipitated the investiga- 
tion. 


But Jackson made it clear 


Monday his main goal was 
coaching. Owens said Jackson 
would be in charge of the line- 
backers or defensive backs. 


"I've been given an informal 


kind of assurance that I won't 
be considered the resident nig- 
ger, if you want to use that 
term," Jackson said. "The fact 
that is important to me is that, 
traditionally, as I look at the 
black coaches throughout the 
country, they are looked upon as 
what you would call social work- 
ers and the go-between between

Some- 
times medicine is indicated 
but very often you can do as 
much or more for yourself 
with a good diet and exer- 
cise program. The goal is to 
eliminate, in so far as possi- 
ble, any excess fat stores. 
Both the diet and exercise 
program should be gradual 
and persistent. Persistent 
means every day. I have 
had great success in keep- 
ing blood fats and choles- 
terol levels within normal 
limits in people who have 
really followed such pro- 
gram. 


Many people are not suc- 


cessful in such programs 
because they lose five or 10 
pounds of fat when they 
need to lose 30 or more. 


I can't stress too strong- 


ly the necessity for a good 
preventive program for an 
"aspiring executive" in your 
age group. One-half of the 
people with heart attacks 
die before they can reach a 
special heart unit for treat- 
ment and many others are 
disabled. Clearly, the sensi- 
ble program is to prevent 
such a disaster by proper 
living habits. That means no 
cigarettes, a proper diet and 
exercise program combined 
with other sensible living 
patterns. 


I prefer to have people 


adjust their living patterns 
first and then see if medi- 
cine is really needed.

Lost at the Laundry 


Katherine went to the neighbor- 


hood laundry to pick up her 
week's wash. But the proprietor 
greeted her with bad news. 


"We had a burglary last night," 


he said, "and your bundles were 
stolen. I'm afraid you are just out 
of luck." 


But Katherine decided that he, 


not she, ought to bear the loss. 
Filing 
suit 
for 
damages, 
she 


pointed out that the back door of 
the laundry had only the flimsiest 
kind of a lock, even though the 
building had been burglarized be- 
fore. The court found the proprie- 
tor guilty of negligence, and or- 
dered 
him to pay Katherine's 


claim. 


When you leave clothing at 


either a laundry or a dry clean- 
er, you are creating what the 
law calls a "bailment." The com- 
pany, iis the bailee, must take 
reasonable care of your belong- 
ings. Although not to blame for 
an unavoidable loss, it is liable 
for a loss it could fairly have 
prevented. 


Suppose the company tries to 


protect itself by a notice saying 
it is not responsible for losses of 
an> kind. Ones thai make a dif- 
ference'.' 


Most 
courts 
will 
recognize 


some limitation, but not a total 
denial, of the company's liability. 
Furthermore, a notice has no 
legal effect unless it is properly 
brought in .nihlic attention. 


In one case a laundry inserted 


into each finished bundle a small 
pi iiited notice, placing a dollar 
l i m i t nn its liability for losses. 
Hut when a customer demanded 
payment for some missing items, 
the company was held liable in 
f u l l . The judge said the dollar

C/os t, Crises 
Possible 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Cor- 


rection Commissioner C. Rob- 
ert Sarver said Monday that a 
new proposed budget for the 
state Department of Correction 
was 
"extremely 
tight" 
and 


could place the department in 
a financial crisis if something 
unforeseen occurred. 


Prison officials and a legisla- 


tive committee worked out a 
proposed budget Monday for 
the department that is about 
$400,000 less than Gov.-elect 
Dale Bumpers has proposed for 
each of the next two fiscal 
years. 


Bumpers met with the com- 


mittee and Sarver Monday af- 
ternoon at the Capitol to dis- 
cuss the budget proposal, but 
Bumpers was noncommittal on 
it. 


The proposal calls for a gen- 


eral revenue allotment of $1.85 
million for fiscal year 1972 and 
of $2.2 million for fiscal 1973, 
plus about $278,000 in projected 
net farm income in the first fis- 
cal year and about $300,000 in 
fiscal 1973. The department has 
been alloted $1.5 million in gen- 
eral revenue in the current 
year. 


Bumpers last week recom- 


mended general revenues of 
$2,236,000 in the 1972 fiscal year 
and of $2,602,791 in the 1973 fis- 
cal year, but the Arkansas Leg- 
islative Council refused to 
adopt a budget for the depart- 
ment and named the committee 
to hammer out a budget pro- 
posal more near what the de- 
partment now receives. 


Sarver said he did not think 


the reduced budget would per- 
mit the department to abolish 
the armed trusty system at the 
prison. 


The department now has 114 


employes and the committee 
proposal 
would provide 
the 


money to pay 191 in the 1972 
fiscal year and 223 in the 1973 
fiscal year, far below the 394 
authorized positions sought by 
the department. The bulk of the 
new employes would be correc- 
tional officers.

Double Penalty 
Possible for 
Bank Robbers

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government has put a 
double-barreled penalty into ef- 
fect for gun-toting bank rob- 
bers: Now they can get one 
prison term for robbing the 
bank and another for carrying a 
gun. 


In fact, any federal crime 


committed with a firearm now 
will be considered two crimes. 


The new penalties are includ- 


ed in a $3.5-billion anticrime bill 
signed by President Nixon last 
weekend. The measure contin- 
ues for three years and greatly 
expands the 1968 Safe Streets 
Act, providing law enforcement 
grants to state and local govern- 
ments. 


It also expands presidential 


protection and makes it a feder- 
al crime to kill, assault or kid- 
nap a member of Congress or a 
congressman-elect. 


"All criminals should be on 


notice," said Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana, who cosponsored the anti- 
gun crime legislation with Re- 
publican Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania. 


The legislation provides that 


first offenders who carry a gun 
while 
committing 
a 
federal 


crime are subject to a manda- 
tory one-to-10-year prison sen- 
tence. 


Subsequent convictions bring 


two to 25 years with no chance 
of suspension or parole. The 
prison term for carrying a gun 
is extra and is piled on top the 
sentence for committing 
the 


crime.

New Enemy 
Drive Seen 
in Cambodia

WASHINGTON (AP) — State 


Department officials say North 
Vietnam may be in position by 
the end of January to launch a 
new but relatively small Tet of- 
fensive in Cambodia. 


This interpretation of intelli- 


gence reports is basically the 
same offered by White House 
and Pentagon officials. 


But the State Department an- 


alysts went a step further, pre- 
dicting it may be necessary for 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops 
to 


move into Cambodia to help 
stem the tide. They expect the 
next two or three months will 
test fully the Cambodian army's 
ability to resist the North Viet- 
namese. 


Commented one ranking offi- 


cial: 


"We think North Vietnam is 


conducting an intensive effort to 
push supplies down to Cambodia 
and Vietnam, but there is noth- 
ing near to the amount required 
for a major offensive. Their 
problem is to get the supplies 
moved down and then come in 
ahead of the rains. They will 
have to do this no later than 
March or early April." 


This means enemy supplies 


would have to be moved to con- 
centration points this month or 


next. 


All operations observed thus 


far indicate the North Viet- 
namese and the Viet Cong are 
running far behind the schedule 
used in preparing for the Tet of- 
fensive in 1968, when 250,000 
men were sent down from North 
Vietnam, U.S. officials noted. 


In 1969, some 115,000 men 


were moved southward, prima- 
rily as replacements. There was 
no real Tet offensive in 1970. 


White House officials recently 


estimated the infiltration rate is 
running 30 per cent ahead of 
last year, but still is far below 
the 1968-69 level. 


U.S. authorities say the North 


Vietnamese are sticking to tac- 
tics that employ small units in 
protracted 
guerrilla warfare, 


rather than the large units of 
several years ago. 
French Plan 
Hew Approach 
to Problem 
PARIS (AP) - France has 


started the new year with a new 
approach to the drug problem- 
cure rather than punishment of 
drug takers and a sharp in- 
crease in penalties for manufac- 
turers and pushers. 


The new law reflects the re- 


cent increase in drug taking and 
pressure from the United States 
to do something about the her- 
oin factories in Marseille, where 
raw drugs from the Middle East 
are processed for shipment to 
the United States.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Customs 
Bureau 
says 
the 


amount of drugs, weapons and 
explosives illegally mailed to 
the United States by American 
soldiers overseas has dropped 
sharply since a government 
crackdown began last spring. 


"Wt think we've got the situa- 


tion to what we consider a con- 
trollable level, a bureau spokes- 
man said. 


Everything from live land 


mines to hand grenades to mari- 
juana—most of it from South- 
east Asia—was being mailed 
when Customs officials stepped 
in last spring. "Anything you 
can name they have sent in, un- 
less it's a cannon," the spokes- 
man said of the previous situa- 
tion. 


With the aid of the Pentagon, 


tough restrictions were put into 
effect and the number of sei- 
zures has dwindled considerably 
from the peak 418 packages in- 
tercepted last March, he said. 
About three-fourths of them con- 
tained illegal drugs. 


From April through Septem- 


ber, seizures averaged 184 per 
month. Customs officials confis- 
cated 62 packages in October, 72 
in November and 46 in the first 
two weeks of December. 


Officials said the practice had 


been curbed largely through 
warnings by the military and 
new procedures requiring iden- 
tification of the sender. 


Although the Customs Bureau 


is hesitant to speculate on the 
reasons soldiers send weapons 
and explosives in the mails, a 
spokesman said obviously many 
want them for souvenirs. 


Another view appeared in the 


annual report by the Treasury 
Department's efficiency office. 
The report said the crackdown 
was carried out "because the 
danger of these weapons being 
diverted to illegal use is an ob- 
vious hazard to the public. 


Disadvantaged 
Youth Plan 
Is Shelved 
BIRMINGHAM, Mich. (AP) 


— The city commission has 
shelved under community pres- 
sure a proposal to bring in a 
group of disadvantaged youths 
to live and attend school here. 


Efforts to set up the project 


under a national program called 
"A Better Chance" (ABC) were 
laid aside when the commission 
came under fire from angry 
homeowners in this wealthy, 
virtually all-white Detroit sub- 
urb of 25,000. 


Earlier, students at the high 


school involved in the plan, 
which has 
an enrollment of 


about 2,000, had called for rejec- 
tion of the program, which they 
called "patronizing." The city 
now has only three black high 
school students. 


The ABC plan, sponsored by 


Dartmouth College, calls for 10 
bright youths trorn disadvan- 
taged areas to live in a commu- 
nity and attend its schools for 
two year's. In Birmingham, the 
youths would have lived togeth- 
er and attended the city's Sea- 
holm High School. 


Initial response to the plan 


seemed favorable, and on Dec. 
16 the city commission passed a 
zoning amendment to allow the 
expected ABC students to live 
together in one dwelling unit. 


But on Ikj. 21, despite pre- 


vious expressions of approval, 
the Seaholm High School Stu- 
dent Commission voted not to 
support ABC, which they called 
"tokenism." 


On Dec. !>H, homeowners de- 


scribed by Birmingham Mayor 
Kuth McNamee as "hostile and 
racist" crowded into a city com- 
mission i Meet ing and persuaded 
the commissioners to rescind 
the /.lining amendment. 


The homeowners claimed the 


students would be "a bad influ- 
ence" and bring down property 
values 
and

amendment would permit an in- 
vasion of "white hippies."

number of Americans who don't 
know how much interest they 
are paying on their home mort- 
gage loan has been cut in half 
since the federal truth-in-lend- 
ing act went into effect, the 
Federal Reserve Board says. 


However, it adds most Ameri- 


cans probably won't become 
fully aware of consumer credit 
costs "until these subjects are 
taught in schools." 


The board, in releasing re- 


sults Monday of a 1970 survey of 
consumer awareness, concluded 
only 13 per 
cent—compared 


with 27 per cent in 1969—of 
home-buyers surveyed reported 
they did not know the interest 
rate on their mortgages.

Rules Housing 
Projects Must 
Integrate 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 


U.S. 3rd Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has ruled that federal 
housing programs must work to 
alleviate racial segregation. 


Judge John J. Gibbons, who 


wrote the opinion, said the Civil 
Rights Acts of 1964 and 1968 re- 
quired federal housing agencies 
to study the impact of every 
new project on racial integra- 
tion. 


"Increase or maintenance of 


racial concentration is likely to 
lead to urban blight and is thus 
at variance with the national 
housing policy," he wrote in the 
opinion made public Monday. 


He said the court was not sug- 


gesting that desegregation of 
housing "is the only goal of the 
national housing policy." 


"There 
will 
be 
instances 


where a pressing case can be 
made for the rebuilding of a ra- 
cial ghetto," he said. 


"We hold only that the agen- 


cy's judgement must be an in- 
formed one, which weighs the 
alternatives and finds that the 
need for physical rehabilitation 
or additional minority housing 
at the site in question clearly 
outweighs the disadvantage of 
increasing or perpetuating ra- 
cial concentration." 


A lawyer who argued the case
